GIVE: REW RECIPES 


Washington, Octuber 29.—Besides 
giving the public the latest and most 
scientific Information on growing corn 
or wheat, or raising hogs, Secretary 
Wilson's department, through the of- 
fice of agricultural experiment sta- 
tions, {Is giving the housewives of the 
country some new recipes which have 
an appeal to the appetite which seems 
hard to resist. Two of the latest are 
writcen by the officia: chefs on the 
preparation of the ever-popular sweet 
potato, te ling how to make sweet po- 
tato cobbler and how to bake sweet 
potatoes and apples to please the most 
fastidious epicure. Here are “Tama 
Jim’s’” cookery secrets: 

“For swee: potato cobbler, prepare 
the mashed beaten sweet potatoes as 
for sweet potato pte and fill a dish 
with alternate layers of biscuit dough 
or some similar crust and sweet po- 
tato. The dough should be ro led out 
quite thin and spread with the sweet 
potato mixture in layers about one- 
quarter-inch thick. Add to each layer 
just enough water to give the crust 
when cooked the cons'stency of peach 
or other fruit cobbler crust. Bake un- 
til thoroughly done, and serve hot 
with drawn butter or hard sauce. 

“The recipe for sweet potatoes 
baked with apples is as follows: Wash 
four medium sized potatoes, peel and 
cut the potatoes in sices about one- 
quarter-inch thick; pare and slice the 
same number of apples in the same 
way. Put the sweet potatoes and ap- 
Hles in a baking dish in alternate lay- 
ers; sprinkle one and a half cuns of 
sugar over the top. scatter half cup of 
butter also over the ton: add three- 
quarter-nint of hot water: bake slow- 
‘y for one hour; serve steaming hot.”

The Southern asks a permanent in- 
junction stopping Lancaster from pro- 
ceeding, and he has been cited to ap- 
pear before Judge Maddox on Jan- 
uary 2, 1911, to show cause why the 
injunction should not be made per- 
manent. 

The amount claimed by Lancaster is 
$373,187, and Winn; who was made a 
party to the suit on October 5, has a 
Claim of $623,600.

SERVANT PROBLEM 
STIRS FORT THOMAS 


Social Life of the Army Post 
dly Shaken. .. 


( neinnati, October 29.—A problem 
as perplexing almost as some of those 
which confronted the soldiers of the 
Fort Thomas reservation in war has 
resulted in a disturbance among some 
of the minor officers and officers’ 
wives at the fort and has called forth 
a ruling from the commandant of the 
post.

74,526 sacks of coffee, one of the heav- 
jest coffee cargoes ever cleared for 
this port. She was caught in the re- 
cent hurricane off Grand Caymen Is- 
land, where she was last reported on 
October 13. For three days she must 
have had a hard battle against the 
hurricane winds and high seas before 
she was finally grounded.

One of the most beautiful tributes to 
the late Solicitor C. D. Hilt was that 
paid him by the October grand jury in 
its presentmentsesto the superier court, 


The resolution is as follows: 

“When Solicitor Charles D. Hill died, 
Géorgia lost one of her most brilliant 
sons. | 

“At the time he was stricken with 
the fatal illness, he was at his post at 
the courthouse—a post which, for a 
quarter of a century, he had so signal- 
ly graced and honored. His Keen legal 
logic, his splendid intellect, hig marvel- 
ously incisive and powerful oratory, 
had, since 1885, been the wonder and 
admiration not only of his co-workers 
of the courts, but of his fellow citizens 
and his contemporaries throughout 
Georgia and the soutn. 

“A son of Senator Benjamin Harvey 
Hill, he came naturally by his rich 
endowment of talent. He was born in 
Troup county, in 1852, and as a young 
man began the practice of law tin At- 
lanta. In 1885 he was honored by the 
people with election to the solicitor- 
ship, and so great were his ability 
and popularity that only once was he 
opposed for the office, and then he won 
easily. 

“What Solicitor Hill accomplished in 
securing the administration of justice, 
and in maintaining the authoritative 
dignity of the law, is a matter of rec- 
ord. What he wrought in tempering 
justice with mercy is recorded in the

He wag a man, full of 
that rich and gracious humanity that 
made him friend and brother to his 
kind. He had a gentus for friendship, 
and the charm of his personality. bound 
his friends close to him. In him came 
to full flower that broad charity that 
sweetens human relationship, and 
makes life less harsh and dreary. Piati- 
tudes and high-sounding emptinesses 
are a weariness when we speak of him. 
We dismiss them summarily, anl. look- 
ing in our hearts, write what we find 
there. . 

“Charles D. Hill was a faithful ser- 
vant of the state, a just and upright 
citizen. a splendid staff of justice, a 
lover of mercy, and a doer of good 
deeds. Hig death is a loss to his pro- 
fession, to his associates, to his fellow 
men. to his county, and to his state. 

“Be it resolved, That we, the grand 
jury of Fulton county, in session &s- 
sembled, do hereby express our sincere 
sorrow over the death of Solicitor 
Charlies D. Hill. 

“That we tender to his family this 
exrression of our sympathy.

This question was asked and an- 
swered at the tweniy-third convention 
of the New York City Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 

Mrs. Theodore Roberts discoursed 
upon the literary phase of the ques- 
tion, and Miss Amelia Bingham upon 
the dramatic. It was unequivocally 
decided that women are not respons!i- 
ble for plays and books of an im- 
moral character, and that the blame 
of a decadent cen.ury should rest on 
the shoulders of man alone. 

“Women may write immoral stories, 
but men live them,” declared Mrs. Rob- 
erts. 

“Do immoral plays flourish quer- 
ied Miss Bingham. “Not for long; 
women do net patronize them and they 
would not flourish at all if it were 
not for men.’ 

“T gsome.imes wonder,’ said Mrs. 
Roberts. “what has become of the 
other nine commandments, There seems 
to be but one left when we speak of 
anything being immoral, at least, 
there is apparently but one command- 
ment men would make women obey. 
Indeed, they are so willing to help us 
obey it they shut us up in harems and 
protect us that we may not be sub- 
mitted to temptation. For myself, I

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By Frank L. Chance |

winner the National League champion- 
ship, considered the greatest leader 
baseball has ever known.) 


I got my start trying to catch at | 
Fresno, Cal., when I was about elght 
years old. I had no thought of playing 
the game professionally, and only 
wanted to play it. IT played other 
games, but baseball always was my 
favorite, and I would desert school, 
meals or anything else to get to catch. 

Looking back now I will say this, 


that if I had known the hardships and 
the troubles and worries and strain in- | 
volved in playing the game as a pro-: 
fession I think I never would 
tried. The public has little idea of | 
the pains and troubles of a player. | 
I have no complaint. I have been 
successful above the average, yet I} 
would not advise a young man to enter 
the profession unless he is prepared to 
sacrifice much of his life ani happi- 
ness, to work harder than he must 
work in almost any trade, and to bear 
more strain, both mental and phys- 
ical, than he would be called upon to 
bear in almost any other line. It is 
a hard life. and one that wears a man 
out rapidly. 

But to return to the start. I came | 
east to visit at Sullivan. ill. one sum- 
mer, and there played with the frst 
regular team I ever joined, and when 
I went baci to California I had ideas 
of playing ball in the great tesms. I 
never had seen them play. but I Was 
determined to get tn. I plaved with 
the Fresno high school team and then 
caught for the Univers‘ty of Southern 
Californta for a time, and tried to play | 
the outfield. 

My chance to get into professional 
baseball came the year that The Zan 
Francisco Examiner organized a tour- 
nament between the high schoo! teams 
of the state.

EDDIE COLLINS WONDERFUL 


GRIDIRON STAR AS WELL 


Eddie Collins, second baseman of the 
new world champions, is the baseball 
find of the season of 1810. His gret 
work during ht world series stamps 
him as one of the greatest players the 
game has known. Before joining Con- 
nie Mack’s team, Collins was a student 
at Cambridge University and was 
prominent in athletics there. The fol- 
lowing article written by Grover 
Sales, now at Harvard, but formerly 
a classmate. of Collins at Columbia, 
gives some new and interesting light 


on the athletic career of Mack’s SEC- | 
ond-sacker: |

Four years ago he was Edward | 
Collins, proficient student of political ; 
economy and psychology, but known to 
the whole collegiate world as the | 
greatest baM player that had ever 
played for old Columbia. Today he is 
Eddie Collins, bachelor of arts, but 
known to all fandom as one of the 
Sreatest, if not. the greatest, second 
basemen of his generation. 

Old Columbia men who saw Collins 
as a youngster cavorting around shor: 
clad in the blue suits and white stock- 
ings of his alma mater are not sur- 
prised that Collins is setting the base- 
ball worid. on fire with his wonder- 
Tu! playing in the world’s series games 
——they would have been astounded had 
he failed to make good. 

Collins, t! collegian, was a cheery, 
unassuming” fellow, always ready for 
a rollicking time, careless about his 
work, yet gifted with a quick mind 
and an alertness which easily put him 
above the average student, frank, 
good-natured and withal one of the 
greatest althletes Columbia or any 
other college has ever nad. 


Was a Sensation. 

As a freshman Collins soon showed 
his worth on the baseball team. He 
was instantly given a place on the 
varsity when in a practice game be- 
tween the varsity and the freshies Col- 
lins smashed out three corking hits 
off the varsity star twirler and cov- 
ered about four acres of ground in the 
field. He was the sensation of Colum- 
bia that year and hit around .360. 

The second year found him at his 
best. His terrific slugging alone made 
Columbia a formidable rival] for the 
other teams, and, although the team |! 
had but indifferent success, Collins’ 
wonderfully ability, his never-say-die 
spirit, his confidence in himself and the 
self-same spirit which he inspired in 
his team-mates was heartily acknowl- 
deged by his rivals of the Blue anid 
White team. Eddie hit over .400 that

Is it 
any wonder then that the Cubs find in 
him a foeman well worthy of their 
steel? 

The unerring accuracy with which 
Collins throws the ball. to which 
Harry Davis will testify. recalis to 
mind an incident of Collins’ sopho- 
mere days at Columbia. One snowy 
day a freshman appeared upon the 
campus with a brown derby. Now 
freshmen must wear caps at Columbia, 
and although a black dérby might be 
tolerated, a brown one is nothirg short 
of an abomination. Suddenly, from 
clear across the campus, a distance of 
75 yards, a snowball letf the hand of 
aman on the gymmasium steps, sot 
across with tremendous speed, struck 
the derby in the middle and sent it 
spinning along the ground, fairly 
cracked. The hurler was Collins. Not 
that. hé bullied or persecuted fresh- 
men—he was not o fthat ilk, but der- 
bies on freshmen ha dto be put down, 
and he was the only man who could 
throw that far. 

Those who think Collins can play

ithe Buff apple, chiefly characterized by 


great size, but a good eating apple, 


fas well; the Rabun apple, also origi- 
jnated in north Georgia; the Oherokee, 
| a firm, pear-shaped apple of delicious 
‘taste; the Shockley (this variety as 
;siuown in the apple exhibit is about 
'twice the size of the ordinary Shock- 
ley); the Royal Limbertwig, the Howard 
‘apple, best for pies and cooking pur- 
poses; the Yates, and the golden rus- 
set, which ripens late in November, 
and which when shipped back to the 
i0cal markets brings $7.50 a barrel, 
sometimes more. Until the Georgia 
supply is exhausted these fine apples 
may be purchased from $3.50 to $5.50 
a barrel. They are of Canadian origin. 

Apple orchards are a good  invest- 
ment, according to the exhibitors, who 
say that the average profit from one 
acre is $300, from 60 to 70 trees being 
planted on an acre. There are about 
25 or 30 commercial orchards in the 
state that make a business of raising 
apples in large quantities, and two of 
these companies are financed by At- 
lanta people. 

North Georgia Has the Soil. 

North Georgia has just the. soil 
which is suited to epple-growing— 
good, rich, black loam—with a sub- 
soll of clay; and‘land values are in- 
creasing all the time. The abundant 
rainfaiis are another advantage, the 
Georgia apples surpassing in flavor 
those grown in the irrigated sections. 
More and. more trees are pianted every 
year, and in time Georgia and the 
south will be sending out a much 
larger percentage of tne apple crop. 

Ine yieid this year is short about 
$0,000,000 barreis, according to govern- 
ment statistics. In 1906 the app:e crop 
jyield-d 69,000,000 barrels; this year 
tnere are oniy 22,000,000. 

ithe manager of the exhibit on 
| Peachtree says that this is caused by 
‘the eastern orchards being negiecteu 
land abanaoned; but the Georgia appie 
linaustry is just beginning. The aver-

Liquor Stamps Worth $105,000. 

It is estimated tnat in Alabama, 
Georgia, North Carolina and a small 
} part of South Carolina the receipts 
from the sales of these special tax 
stamps will amount to approximately 
/ $105,000 for the fiscal year which end- 
ed i@ne 30 last. 

In Alabama, the sale of retail stamps 
amounted to approximately 
and on the combined sale of re- 
tail and wholesaie, $3,8500. In 
Georgia, there Was a combined sale of 
' $40,568 worth of stamps. Of this 
|} amount, only about $2,500 was received 
for wholesale stamps. North Carolina 
comes next, Owing to it beifiz a whole 
dry state. South Carolina purchased 
more stamps, but several counties in 
South Carolina operate dispensaries, 
and this Maturally increases the num- 
ber of special retail stamps. It is esti- 
mated $16,000 worth of both kinds of 
stamps were sold in Worth Carolina in 
the past. year. Of this amount $14,500 
Wag received from retailers. Drug mer- 
chants were the heaviest buyers. 

Some Friction Caused. 

South Carolina will show a com- 
bined sale of about $20,800 worth of 
stamps. Like North Carolina, the bulk 
of the stamps were purchased by re- 
tailers. In this case, however, the

The announced figure is a gain of al- 
most 49 per cent of the population of 
1900, which was 202,718. 

Mr. Durand said that, ag 
forwarded to the bureau, 
contained 206,076 names. 
more than 4,000 of these 
eliminated, there was no evidence, he 
said, of any concerted attempt on the 
part of the enumerators or of the su- 
pervisor or of any group of private 
individuals to fraudulently pad the 
census returns.

The new court of commerce was cre- 
dated by congress at its last session. 
It is to be presided over by five united 
circuit judges, who will be appointed 
by President Taft from the country- 
at-large. The judges appointed will 
serve\for one, two, three, four anid five 
years, and are not eligible for reap- 
pointment until one year after the ex- 
piration of their former term. 


When not engaged in the work of: 


the court of commerce, which will have 
its headquarters at the nationa] capi- 
tal, the judges may be a&signed by the 
chief justice to duty in any circuit or 
court of appeals in the country. 

The new court ig to have exclusive 
jurisdiction in all matters of 
State and foreign commerce, also in 
all matters arising from the orders and 
requirements of the interstate com- 
merce commission. In addition, it wii! 
have jurisdiction over al) Matters 
growing out of the act to regulate 
commerce, save in criminal and pen- 
alty cases. 

President Taft will send his appoint- 
ment of judges for the new court to 
congress in December at the same time 
he fills the vacancies on the supreme 
court of the United States. Friends of 
Mr. Wimbish, not only in Atlanta and 
Georgia, but throughout the _ state, 
confidently predict that he will be one 
of the appointees.

It ig merely the system I am 
speaking about.’’ 


City Boards Too Uarge. 


Mr. Rosser said further that all the 


city boards were too large and cum- 
bersome. 

_ “Too many men have too many opin- 
ions,” he said. “It is well known that 
ofttimes five, or even three, men can 
dado more than ten or a dozen.” 

Again stating that he had no criti- 
cism to make of anything except the 
system of building schools, Mr.

$70,000 cash for the old postoffice go 
the city can use it as a city hall.

Maddox explained the whole plan to 
the committee, stating that he would 
pay the money for the city and char. | 
only 5 per cent, the rate of interest | 
he wou!d have to pay in making the 
loan in New fork. The city was to pay 
$20,000 out of the money realized from 
the sale of the present city hall, $25,000 
next year, and $25,000 in January, 1912. 

The committee not only decided to 
recommend the proposition, but gave 
the mayor a vote of thanks for his 
patriotism and his loyalty to the city. 

The property to be secured by the 
city is worth between $600,000 and 
$700,000, the lot alone being worth 
The building originally cost 
$400,000. It will cost about $15,000 
or $20,000 to remodel it in order that 
it: be made into a first-class city hali. 
The money for the remodeling wil) 


‘probably be secured from the sale of 


the present city hall, as that property 
is worth about $70,000 or $75,000, ana 
the city only owes $30,000 on it, the 
debt carrying only 4% per cemt for four 
years. 

Mayor Maddox expects to have t! 
deed for the old postoffice in Atlant 
either Tuesday or Wednesday, and 
just as soon as the deed is placed i: 
his hands he will give the Unite 
States government a check for $70,009 
and the property will belong to At- 
lanta. 

Mayor Maddox takes no security for 
the money he thus advances Atlanta, 
but is satisfied with the city’s mora.

The rioting continued until midnight, 
when quiet apparently had been re- 
stored. 

The disturbances were the outcome 
of a petty strike. A certain butcher re- 
fused to pay one of his employees for 
time that he was absent, whereupon 
the other fourteen employees struck.

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1910 CENSUS DEFENDED 


BY SECRETARY NAGEL 


Head of the Interior Depart- 
ment Replies to Champ 
Clark 


St. Charles, Mo., October 29.—A de- 
fense of the census of 1910 was made 
here tonight by Charles Nagel, secre- 
tary of the department of commerce and 
labor, in his second political speech 
of the present campaign in Missouri. 
He invaded the congressional district 
of Champ Clark, minority leader in 
the house of representatives, who Tfe- 
cently attacked the census, because of 
the decrease it showed in the rural 
sections of Missouri. 

“T usually steer clear of personali-

AFFECTED THE STOCKS 


Money Supplies to Lend on 
ime Scanty, and 
its Transactions. 


New York, October 29.—The tone of 
the market was affected today by the 
attitude of the banks toward borrow- 
ers. The show of ease in the call money 
market is thought to be deceptive, and 
due to the desire of lenders to keep 
resources available for prompt recall, 
in expectation of higher rates. The 
supplies offered to iend on time are 
scanty, and the market for commercial 
paper is thin. The drain on the cash 
holdings of the banks to meet interior 
demands causes a more rapid rate of 
sbrinkage in deposits than in loans, 
and broadens the excess of loans over 
deposits, The placing of $10,000,000 of 
one-year 4%. per cent Michigan Cen- 
tral notes in Paris had an unfavorable 
influence on sentiment, although indi- 
cating a possible resource for current 
needs. The high rate paid, however, 
and the short term of the obligation 
are taken to reflect dissatisfaction by 
the borrowers with the terms and a 
hope that more favorable conditions 
may be looked for at a later period. 
The reappearance of the short-term 
railroadg note and the exisfing excess 
of bank leans over deposits make 4a 
combination distasteful to financial 
sentiment. 

The London money market showed 
relaxation, and sentiment there was 
brighter, with the promise of an inflow 


/of gold to the Bank of England. The 


easier tone in the foreign exchange 
market in New York was ascribed to 
the action of the London money mar- 
ket in part and to the effect of the 
sale of Michigan Central notes in 
Paris.

Preventing Disease. 
(Dr. Woods Hutchinson in Hampton’s 
Magazine for November.) 

Of course, it goes without saying 
that the heaviest-artillery of our fu- 
ture warfare against disease will be 
directed toward its prevention rather 
than its cure. The best and only rad- 
ical cure of disease consists in pre- 
venting its spread and wiping out the 
conditions which alone render itg ex- 
istence possible—poor food, dirty wa- 
ter, bad drainage, dark and ill-venti- 
lated houses. More and more of our 
energy and brain power will be de- 
voted to the cheerful, positive task of 
keeping our bodies so strong and 
wholesome and vigorous that they can 
disease, instead of the negative 
and melancholy one of patching them 
up after they are sick. 

But as long as accidents can happen, 
disease will occur; .and there is little 


| merit, and but cold comfort, in lectur- 
‘ing a drowning man upon the folly of 


having stepped upon a rotten plank or 
waded beyond his depth. We must 
throw him a rope of some sort, with a 
noose on the end of it, and try to get 
it over his head, even at the risk of 
half strangling him, 

Drugs are playing a rapidly dimin- 
ishing part in our war upon disease, 
but they will long be necessary, for 
such emergency, life-preserver uses, 
and in skilled hands will be of price- 
less value and save many a life.

It appears that the government tim- 

ber land is only about one-fourth of 
the timber land owned by private in- 
dividuals, and that only 3 per cent of 
the timber land owned by private in- 
dividuals is properly looked after ac- 
eording to modern methois of forestry. 
The destruction by dire of forests is 
estimated to be $50,000,000 a year. It 
would seem, therefore, imperative that 
the states should exercise their juris- 
diction over these forests to which 
have referred and which are held by 
private individuals, and require some 
system of fire protection and the 
adoption of the best methods of for- 
estry. It would seem that the states 
have a right to do this because of the 
general interest which the public has 
in the preservation of the forests, in 
its equalizing of the water supply, and 
in its effect upon the climate. The 
equalization of the water supply, of 
course, prevents erosion of the soil 
and the wasteful destruction of the 
best part of the soil, which is carried 
the river with the floods 

The forest lands of the United States 
ought to be surveyed and carefully 
preserved, and the jurisdiction in re- 
spect to them clearly defined. 

The regulation of forests in private 
ownership within state boundaries is 
not plainly within the scope of federal 
and it shou'd be under- 
taken by the state. I do not think 
that the states have taken up the mat- 
ter with as much energy as they ought, 
and have not improyed the opportunity 
which was given them by way of ex- 
ample by the forestry bureau of the 
United States.

Week-End Review of the 
New Orleans Cotton 
Market. 


New Orleans, October 29.—In ihe 


cotton market th's week. futtres. on 
the close, stood 6 po.nts off to 2 
points up. compared with last week's 
close. Bears worked hard for a full 
reaction during the entire week. and 
their manipulation offset such strong 
factors as the bullish report on gin- 
ning, issued Tuesday by the census 
bureau. and the cold wave that caused 
great damage in the cotton belt, te- 
ginning Thursday night. Tue low 
prices ofthe week were made on Mon- 
day, when the market was 15 to 25 
points under last week’s close, in an- 
ticipation of a bearish ginners’ re- 
port. The high prices were made on 
Wednesday, following an extensive cov- 
ering movement onthe part or sorts 
as the result of the disappointment 
over the report. At the highest, 
prices were 32 to 86 points over lst 
week’s close, and 51 to 61 up from 
the lowest. 

The cold weather was the main ‘ea- 
ture of the week, and it will be a fac- 
tor inthe market during the remainder 
o fthe season. From now or the 
weather will be of importance only in

regard to its effect on the gathering 
of the staple. It is the opinion of ali 
‘fair-minded traders that the frost and 
}freezing weather has k.lled off all) 
young bolls, hence there is nothing left 
to mature,. no matter how warm the 
weather may be, following the cold 
wave. :

“lL remember a Scottish friend of 
mine coming to London who said he 
‘only saw one drunken man during his 
visit here, and that was a Scotsman— 
one of his own congregation!” 

As a boy of 16, Prebendary Shelford 
was present in St. Paul's cathedral at 
the funeral service for the Duke of 
Wellington in 1852. 

In 1862 he came from Norfolk te 
Hackney parish church as a curate. 

“Hackney was then a pleasant sub- 
urb inhabited by city merchants. The 
only railway led to north London. 

“To reach the city by train one had 
to go by way of Bow and Stepney. 

“Between Hackney and Clapton the 
road lay between fields, with hedges 
on either side. 

“No train entered the city till 1864. 

I remember perfectly well the opening 
of the Metropolitan line from Farring- 
don street in 1863. 
. “T rather fancy my eldest brother, 
'Sir William Shelford, the engineer, had 
something to do with the work, though 
I cannot be positive about it.”

Shelford recalls the $756,000 
xift to the poor and needy by Mr. 
George Peabody, who added $500,000 
after the erection of the first Peabody 
buildings, the investigatiqgn in - the 
workhouses through paupers dying of 
neglect, and the cholera epidemic of 
1866. 

“I saw something of that epidemic— 
there were cases in my own parish— 
but compared with some of the clergy 
[ had little to do with combatting its 


ravages. 

“What I like to emphasize 
on this matter that out of the 
cholera visitation sprang the Charity 
Organization Society, which was a 
spot/ great step forward ‘in the direction of 
discrimination In granting relief. 

“I began life with the theofy that 
it was-good to change, but I am not so 
strong on that as | grow older, because 
I see that as a man gains experience 
his work is much better done if he 
stops in one place than if he moves 
quickly. 

“IT have changed often enough. I! 
have had four parishes—four years at 
Hackney, twenty at Upper Clapton, 
seventeen at Stoke Newington and 
seven here (St. Martin's). 

“In the sixties the choir in London 
churches generally occupied a ‘gallery 
at the west end, surplices wére not 
worn, and the preacher's vestment ways 
a black gown. There>was little sing- 
ing. 

“The sermon usually lastéd forty 
minutes. Now congregations get tired 
of a sermon if it ts longer than twenty 
‘minutes. Then the preachers dweit 
largely on punishment. 

“Now it is all pardon and peace, Per- 
haps there is a danger in that, But a 
reaction is sure to come and pbalafce 
things.

The bishop was going to preach the 
erdination sermon. The church’ was 
full to its capacity. The new gilt pipe 
organ, hurried a little in building to 
be ready for this annual conference 
meeting, was rolling out a stately pro- 
cessional, and the choir was flutter- 
ing with the suppressed excitement pe-

The bishop was in his chair, 
on either side by presiding 
elders in chairs of less height and 
amplitude.

When - the bishop met the official 
body of St. Anne’s by appointment, he 
let them launch at once upon the trou- 
bled waters of the new assignment.

WAS LATE ALAN D. CANDLER 


Perhaps there are few Georgians who 
both love a good story and can tell! 
one, as well as could the late Alan D. 
Candler. 

When he was governor, the newspa- 
per boys at the capito] used to enjoy 
more than anything else the half-hour 
spent in his office. He knew a good 
news story, and he also knew how to 
give them the details of it in the 
briefest and most terse manner. at the 
same time omitting no essential fact. 

And when he had finished with the 
news, which seldom took more than a 
minute or two, he loved to grow rern- 
iniscent and call up stories of former 
days. The newspaper men always en- 
couraged it; it was like a vacation 


from work. 
Splendid Stock of Stories. 

He had a splendid stock of stories 
from every imaginable field. There 
were stories of camp life during the 
war; stories of politics in Georgla and 
at the natidnal capital, where he 
served for many years as congressman 
from the ninth Georgia district, and 
stories that came to him as governor 
Could one remember them, a& complila- 
tion would make a book of extraordi- 
nary entertainment. 

One story he was fond of related 
to the siege of Vicksburg, in which 
he took part. It was of tke time 
when commissary stores were run- 
ning short and rations were being cut 
in half; nor had stomachs been edu- 
cated up to it. 

“One day,” sald the governor, “there 
came to our camp a- couple of boys 
with some meat ples which they of: 
fered to sell, and you can imagine we 
were ready to empty our pockets of 
money for a chance at them. Really, 
I have never in my life eaten anything 
that tasted quite s6 good as did those 
meat ples. 

“Well, a little later, I heard the two 
boys engaged in a sort of quarrel, and. 
out of curiosity, approached to gather 
what it was they had fallen out 
about. It seems the older and larger 
boy had pocketed all the money, and 
refused to divide with his companion, 


became a partner in the business and 
took a high stand in the church. They 
called on him to become a deacon in 
the church; then he told them the 
Story of his career and asked if, under 
the circumstances, he could be ac- 
cepted. 

In view of his latter life they in- 
sisted and he accepted the deaconate. 
Later he felt called to preach the. gOs- 
pel. Could he do it with that stain 
upon his early life? He submitted 
that question to the church. It Was 
finally decided that it should be first 
officially removed, and the stranger 
had been sent to plead with Governor 
Candler for a pardon. 

“But it is impossible for me to grant 
& pardon to a man who {s not under 
my jurisdiction,” the governor said. 

Stranger Returned. 

The stranger returned to the Mis- 
sissippi town with that message. 
Should the would-be preacher return 
to Georgia and take the chance of 
being rearrested and returned to the 
penitentiary? Finally he decided, for 
the good of the cause he felt he repre- 
sented, he would risk it. 

He came himself and told the whole 
story to Governor Candler, who, at its 
conclusion, summoned his secretary, 
gave him the necessary details and 
said: 

“Make out a full 
Blank.” 

The rest of the story may be briefly 
told. The pardoned boy convict, now 
grown into an upright churchman, 
sought out his parents and brothers 
and sisters, preached in the church in 
the little village in which they lived, 
and following his sermon every one of 
them cameé as penftents to the altar.

“On one occasion,” the governor used 
to say, “I heard a tremendous row at 
the spring near the camp, and upon 
investigation, found the two negroes 
pummeling each other for al] they 
were worth. I soon had them sepa- 
rated, and asked with some severity. 
‘What do you two scoundrels mean by 
this?’ 

“Tell yer, boss,’ my negro replied, 
‘we wuz jes’ ‘sputin’ which wuz de 
rankes’ nigger.’” 

Deeply Moved by Tears. 

Georgia never had a governor who 
was more deeply or more sincerely 
moved by the tears of the convict’s 
wife or children when they came »% 
plead for mercy; yet he was keenly 
conscious of his duty to the state. 
There was an interesting incident of 
his first term as governor which he 
was fond of relating and, ag always, | 
he told the story magnificently. 

It related to a boy of 16, living in a 
south Georgia county, who had stolen 
a horse. Driven from home as the re- 
sult of cruel treatment, the boy. fn @ 
moment of weakness, took the horse to 
get money to run away with. He sold 
the horse, but returned to his home for 
a lust glimpse of a sister he loved well. 
The owner of the horse caught him, 
took the money, learned the circum- 
stances and refused to prosecute. But 
a too conscientious grand jury took up 
the case, indicted the boy, and he was 
given a long term in the penitentiary. 
After a year he escaped and went west. 

Twenty-five years after these !nci- 
dents a stranger walked into Governor 
Candler’s office inthe capitol, reiated 
the foregoing facts and gold the sub- 
sequent history of that boy. He had 


practical training of young negro men 
and women.

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When you see the firemen dashing 
down the street on their way to fight 
the fldmes, maybe you do not know 
that the very wagons on which most 
of them ride are made by the men 
themselves. 

You will also notice that the hose 
Wagons are things of great beauty and 
strength, and !{f you will take the 
time to ask Chief Cummings a few 
Questions he will tell you a very in- 
teresting story about how the fire 
wagons are made and h6Ow much 
money is saved the city. 

The men who make the wagons also 
fight fire whenever there is a con- 
fagration in the el.y, for the wagon- 
makers are everyone of them firemen. 
When he is hammering on a wheel 
or painting an axle and he hears the 
fire alarm, he instant@y drops his tools 
and hastens away to the fire. 

The wagons made by the firémgn are 
better and stronger than any that 
could be bought, and they cost a great 
deal less. One of the hose wagons that 
would cost the cfty $900 if purchased 
from a factory is made for only $600 
The wagons manufactured by the fire- 
men are all steel-bodied and rubber- 
tired. 

The fire department now has in use 
sever hose wagons Made ‘by firememr 
and one hook ‘and ladder truck. Be- 
sides making the wagons, the firemen 
40 all the repair work for the de- 
partment, thereby saving the city an- 
nualiy between $8,000 ang $10,000.

TOUR WILL HELP 
IMPROVE RUADS 


Enthusiasm Manifest in 
Every County. 


Country Between Valdosta and 
Savannah Needs Good Roads 
With Two Main Trunk High- 
ways---Road From Macon to 


Florida Will Be Built. 


By Frank Weldon. 

What practical good will result from 
the recent "Round-the-State Tour? 
As Hamlet remarked: “That is 


guestion.”’ 

The primary purpose of the tour was 
to arouse enthusiasm for better roads 
and the enthusiasm was certainly ap- 
parent to everyone. No one can doubt 
that the sentiment will crystallize into 
a fixed purpose on the part of every 
county traversed, to make its link of 
the highway entirely creditable. 

Anyone who read the newspaper ac- 
counts of the auto journey, found that 
the weakest link was between Valdoste 
and Savannah. Lying between those 
two cities is a long and wide stretch 
ef country, embracing some of the fin- 
est farming land in the world, Its 
frst great need is good roads, with two 
main trunk highways, one extending 
from Savannah to the southwest, and 
another from Macon to Florida. 

Will Bulld This Road. 

The road from Macon to Florida will 
be built. One highway by way of 
Americus, Albany and Thomasville will 
be completed before another year has 
passed. Another will probably be fin- 
ished by way of Perry, Vienna, Cordele 
and Tifton. But the road from Val- 
fosta to Savannah, encounters a great 
Obstacle at the Altamaha river. That 
stream is not so wide on its upper 
reaches, but the swamp extends out a 
mile from the water’s edge. For much 
of the river’s length the swamp is 3 
miles wide and toward its mouth, the 
river and swamp are 5 miles wide. 

Before that section can_ experience 
lte fullest development, the~A}tamaha 
river must be bridged—at Darien, or 
Beard's ferry, or Stafford’s or Bell’s 
Or at some other point. 

The Altamaha was the only obstacle 
on the entire tour that the cars could 
not negotiate with their own power. 
We crossed the Flint, the Little, the 
Allapaha, the Ogeechee, the Oconee and 
divers smaller streams on bridges, but 
the Altamaha bade us stay—for the 
ferryman. 

The Altamaha ig a great barrier be- 
tween cast amd southwest Georgia. 
Ferries are quaint, but they are ob- 
structions in the paths of commerce. 
Somewhere the Altamaha must be 
bridged for vehicle traffic and the two 
counties which first get together on 
this project, will be mighty gainers by 
their enterprise. The prospect has 
been discouraging, but the engineer- 
Ing problem is not difficult.and the 
benefits will more than meet the cost. 
Darien seers to be a logical point for 
the bridge, but one could be thrown 
across the river at Beard's ferry, Stat- 
ford’s, Bell's; or some other point 
higher up. 

State Ought te Help. 
may not be possible to get a

state apropriation, but the state ought 
to pay one-third to one-half the cost 
of a bridge across the Altamaha, the 
two counties thus connected, to share 
the balance equally. The bridge ana 
trunk highway would cause rapid de- 
velopment. 

Lowndes, Berrien, Coffee, Ware, App- 
ling, Toombs, Tattnall] and Bulloch are 
counties with rich futures, but they 
cannot realize on their possibilities 
until they get a complete system of 
improved roads with one great high- 
way splitting thelr territory wide 
open. 

It is strange that Savannah 
never taken any interest in the open- 
ing of this section, which is so close 
to her. Many tourists on the recent 
run commented on the indifference of 
Savannah to the fine country lying at 
her doors. Nor did the people of Cof- 
fee, Ware, Appling, Toombs, Tattnall), 
Bulloch and the other counties fail fo 
express their appreciation of the inter- 
est which middle and north Georgia 
are taking in the development of the 
southeastern part of the state. 

The Tour Helped Them. 

They remarked on the fact that there 
was not a car in the tour from any 
point between Waycross and Augusta. 
But the tour helped them to see the 
possibilities and I believe that a splen- 
did highway will be established 
through that territory within the next 
year or two. Douglas and Baxley wil! 
pull together. Waycross, the metropo- 
lis of south Georgia, will co-operate 
with any county that will show a dis- 
position to build good roads. Berrien 
county and Lowndes are awake. 

Before the days of railroads there 
was a stage road along which the 
farmers hauled their cotton from Tal- 
lahassee, Thomasville and Valdosta all 
the way to Savannah to market. Some- 
where, through that same territory, 
another modern highway will be built 
and the counties which are first to 
work it out wil! get the greatest de- 
velopment. 

Another result of this tour will be 
the improvement of the link across 
Bryan county, from Effingham to Bul- 
loch. The latter county has almost 
completed her link. Effingham is going 
to work her roads next year, and it 
is possible that Screven may clay that 
heavy stretch of sand between Rocky 
Ford and Scarborough. 

Bulloch has dcne a wonderful amount 
of work for the tour. Brooks, Thomas, 
Decatur, Worth, Lee, Dougherty, Hous- 
ton, Bibb, Monroe, Gwinnett Wilkes, 
McDuffie and Columbia all built new 
road or improved their old ones for 
the tour. All these counties are com- 
mitted to the policy of road improve- 
ment. So are Mitchell, Colquitt, Sum- 
ter, Schley, Macon, Jenkins, Burke and 
Clarke. ° 

These counties will continue improv 
ing their links and they will attract 
the investor.

HOW GEORGIA ROADS COMPARE 
WITH THOSE IN OTHER STATES

It is most gratifying to compare the 
roads of Georgia wiih roads of other 
states, the comparison being entirely, 
and from an impartial point of view, 
all in favor of the Cracker State roads.

You have sand and bindrr 
at a spade’s throw, while Massachu- 
setts hauls, crushes, places and rolls 
the road rock, and at immense cost 
per road mile to the state, and stil! 
her roads are most costly to the tire 
equipment and up-keep of an automo- 


bile than the red, well-rolled, resilient 
dirt roads of your beautiful state. 
In one case the tires must bear the 
brunt of resiliency, in the case of dirt 
roads the roads absorbs three-quarters 
of the shock. -+, therefore, wil) have 
less destructive effect on the mechani- 
cal parts of a machine, making it 
cheaper to maintain a car in Georgia 
than on the hard but perfect roads of 
the east. 

One comes to Georgia with not the 
least idea that the state has done 
such remarkable work in the road- 
building line, and leaves with the af- 
firmed opinion. that some day in the 
not far-off future its chain of natural 
roads, covering the state, will raise the 
Cracker State to a premier position 
among road builders.

And the man who 
will lead must take his stand with 
firm, quick decigjon in time when 
popular feeling rums high, in the thiek 
of election upheavals when it is hard: 
for the mind to rule.

The Proper Use of the Broom. 
(From The Nebraska State Journal.) 

“It makes me sad,” said a broom- 
maker, “to see the way people use 
brooms. The life of a broom could be 
twice prolonged by proper usage, and 
used properly, it would be vastly easier 
to use. 

“You've seen people sweeping ahead 
of them, pushing stuff with a broom? 
Why, the best broom that ever was 
maae, of the best and most perfectly 
seasoned proomcorn stock that ever 
was put into a broom, wouldn't stand 
such treatment as that. . 

“Then, you know the majority of 


sidé of the broom to the front, and in 
this way they soon get .the broom lop- 
sided, so that they can’t use it any 
other way. There couldn’t be a worse 
way. ; 

“Used in this manner, the points of 
the splints get bent all one way and 
then they meet together at their ends.

Handling the Social Evil. 


General Theodore Bingham in a tre- 
mendously infofmative article in the 
November Hampton’s Magazine, on the 
social evil, declares that had he re- 
mained six.months longer at the head 
of the police department of New York, 
he wouid have segregated the evil 
there. He gives some daring facts in 
order to support his theory that this is 
the only possible method of dealing 
with the social evil. 

The principal theme of hia entire ar- 
ticle is that the social evil ig a fact, 
that it will continue to be a fact, and 
that the only possible way to handle it 
is as a fact. He maintains that the 
spread of the evil and of white siavery 
is due to American hypocrisy and 
Puritanism. 

“Had I remained at the head of the 
New York police six months liong- 
er, I would have begun to segre- 
gate the social evil there,’ says he. “I 
had the plan all worked out. I intend- 
ed to divide the city into four districts 


‘of these parts of New’ York there 


—north, south, east and west. In each 
is 
now a por’ion given over to buildings 
that are used mostly for prostitution. 
If there are decent families among 
them it would be better for them to 
move. I would have gradually got 
them out, 2nd there would have been 
border lines established beyond which 
the women of the underworid would 
not have been permitted to go. 

“Had they gone out of these restrict- 
ed boundaries they would have been 
informed by my inspectors that if they 
misbehaved they would be arrested. 


disgusting spectacle which one may 
witness every night along Broadway. 

“Eventually I would have instructed 
the policemen detailed to this district 
to stop strangers entering it, and to 
tell them where they were going. The 
thing would have been made as unat- 
tractive as possible. There would have 
been no bright lights, and none of the 
glamour that surrounds certain pnases 
of ‘the evil in New York City now. 

“Thus, having placed these women 
under police control, police graft would 
be eliminated. There would have been 
no necessity for these women paying 
tribute for police protection. There 
would have been no place for the pro- 
fessional ‘protector,’ or cadet. 

“This would not have stamped out 
the social evil, but it would have re- 
duced it to a minimum. 

“This method would, moreover, have 
reduced the appalling prevalence of 
what is knoOwn as the ‘plague.’ After 
segregation had been effected, the 
health department could have stepped 
in and accomplished a pretty thorough 
and effective medical inspection of 
these districts. Women suffering from 
infectious diseases would have been 
sent to hospitals, and treated just as 
are other victims of contagion. I had 
spoken to the health commissioner 
about this, and he said the plan was 


feasible. It could have been put into

To the very poor, especial- 
iy the very poor shopgirls who work in 
the big stores with all their atmos- 
phere of spending and pleasure, the 
urge of life is particularly keen.

Its 
show pictures are of the actual, livine, 
frontier wegt—not the west that can 
be seen from a car window. 

The cowgir! is a development of the 
sivck-raising west comparing with the 
bachelor girl and the independent 
woman of the east. She is not of 
the new woman class—not of the sort 
that discards her feminine attributes 
and tries to ape the man, simply a 
iveiy, athletic voung woman with a 
superfluity af nerves and animal spirits, 
with a realization that in affairs where 
skill is the chief qualficaton she has 
@n equal chance with her brothers. 
Saucy, Happy Lot. 
disappointutent is in store 
for the curious tenderfoot, oppressed 
with a burning desire to behold the 
real, uncouth and unterrified Amazons 
of the plains. To be sure, it is prom- 
ised, they can ride the most obstreper- 
©uS Outlaw horse, swing a lariat with 
Certain aim and fondie a gun ab- 
Siructedly, but they are the sauciest, 
loveliest, happiest assemblage of fem- 
ininity that ever galloped’ gleefully 
around an area or appeared in a street 
parade. 

The cowboys are permanently on the 
pay-roll of Miller Brothers. They are 
true knights of the plains, inured to 
hardship, accustomed to lonely days 
and cheerless nights out on the open 
Oklahoma range, where the hot sun 
blisters the flesh and sometimes sand- 
Storins blind the eyes, and winter's 
blast pierces to the very marrow; 
where one can gaze as far as the hu- 
man vision can carry without catching 
a giimpse of human habitation or of 
any living creature, except the buncn 
of cattle that graze contentedly on the 
dried grass of the prairie. 

The ranks of the 101 Ranch Wild 
West cowboys are alike hardly two 
days in. succession. The “punchers’’ 
fluctuate between prosaic ranch duty 
and show display. Today they are rfd- 
ing “buckers”’ and twisting the lariat 
for the edification of the amusement- 
loving public; tomorrow they may be 
on their way to the Oklahoma prairle, 
replaced by a comrade fresh from the 
30 square miles called “home.” 

The Cow Horse Necessary. 

The tournament they give in the 
arena is a vivid and accurate illustra- 
tion of their picturesque life on the 
range. No adjunct is more necessary 
in all spheres of their routine than 
the so-called cow-horse. He knows 
the needs and exigencies of the cattle 
business as thoroughly as the sombre- 
roed man of the plains who sits astride 
his back. Without the ecow-horse 
there could be no cattle industry on a 
big scale, for steers could not be cap- 
tured, “cut out,” tied, branded, penned 
or shipped. 

A horse becomes, in the phraseology 
of the west, a cow-horse when he has 
served his apprenticeship on the range.

So familiar is the experienced cow- 
horse with the method of pursuit and 
capture of a wWwild-running steer that 
bridle, reins and the Suiding hand of a 
rider are unrequired details. He fo}- 
lows the quarry in every turn and 
twist and brings the cow'’boy speedily 
to the most advantageous position for 
the casting of the imprisoning lasso. 
And when the rope encircies horns and 
neck he understands how best to with- 
Stand the physical shock as it grows 
taut. Every muscle is braced against 
the Impact, which sometimes wrenches 
saddle-horn from its fastening or tears 
girth as if it were paper. If the plan 
is to tie the captive, he knows 
rope must not slacken, for the steer, 
throw'n headlong in the abruptness of 


its halt, is held prostrate only by the

At present, by reason of the absence 
legislation on the subject,

is regulated are settled by an Inter- 
cantonal agreement, which is due. os 
the patient efforts of the commit 
of the Swiss Automobile Club, :

sults obtained. By the terms of this 
agreement, called a conoordat, the 
rules are settied, the speed allowed, 
the carrying of lights, the showing of 
identification plates, numbers, and s0 
forth are established; and, also, the 
rules of the road are set forth. From 
the concordat jt would sem that only 
three cantons, those of Uri, Thurgovle, 
and the Grisons have absolutely re- 
fused to sanction the passing of motor 
cars along their roads; but, in point of 
fact, the restrictions in the canton of 
Valais, and, in a lesser degree, in the 
canton of Lucerne, are so many that 
motorists give these districts as wide 
a berth as possible. 

The circulation of motor oars on the 
great Alpine passes is strictly .con- 
trolled. Many of the passes are en- 
tirely closed, and over others cars may 
pass Only at stated times and at: cer- 
tain rates. The Brunig, the Simpion, 
and the St. Gothard are open at cer- 
tain times of the year and at stated 
hours of the day; and though motors 
are not eyed with favor, they may 
trave) driven by their own power, 
while they are not allowed to cross the 
Great St. Bernard unless drawn by a 
horse. This gracious concession, need- 
lesa to say, has been the cause of much 
merrymaking at -the expense of the 
Valaisan cantonal] authorities; but us- 
moved by ridicule, they have only once 
rescinded the regulation, and that was 
in favor of Queen Margherita of Italy, 
who was allowed to cross the famous 


pass in 1908. 
Strictness of Contrel,. 

The control of cars in Switzerland is 
strict: but on the whole, foreign 
drivers are not more worried by formal- 
ities than the natives. A duty charge 
is made at the frontier when cars en- 
ter the country; but, provided § the 
drivers carry sufficient proof of their 
ability, they are not required to satis- 
fy the local authorities as regards 
their qualifications, as in some cous- 
tries. The amount paid in duty ts re- 
turned on leaving the country: end 
motorists can have a delightful towr 
through even the Aipine districts if 
they are not afraid of the local rules, 
which must be adhered to strictly. 

The variations between the speed 
and the other rcogulations in the differ- 
ent cantons are irksome to learn and 
difficult to remember. but th's is the 
chief obstacle to motor teuring in com- 
fort through Switzerland. The speed 
limits differ considerably, and dri.ers 
will be wise to make it a rule to go 
very slowly through towns and vil- 
lages, where the traveling is very 
strictly controlled. In some places the 
limit is as low as five kilometres (three 
miles) per hour; but in the open cous- 
try the general iimit is 20 kilometres. 
or about eighteen miles an hour. And it 
should be remembered that the r.gu- 
tations are rigidly enforced by tne pe- 
iice. 

Some of the restrictions imposed 
seem ridiculous, but they are not really 
as stupid as they appear to be to the 
uninitiated. The dangers of some of

The Jews of the Holy Land. 


The Jews of Palestine are not like 
those of America. They have a costume 
of their ewn, and come from so many 


different localities that it is not a -ways« 


pessible to tell who they are. Among 
them are Persians, Spaniards 2us- 
sians, Bohemians, Poles and Germans. 
There ar@ many Algerians and Moors, 
and I have seen some from Abyssinia 
and Egypt. 

They speak forty different languages, 
and there are many whom the others 
cannot understand. In the main there 
are three different classes. First is 
the Ashkenazim, made up of Jews 
from Russia, Poland, Austria and Ger 
many. These people are much like the 
lower class Jews of America, and their 
common language is Yiddish. The 
second-class is the Sephard.m. They 
are Spanish Jews, descendants of those 
who came here centuries ago. These 
Jews speak a mixture of Spanish and 
Jewish. The third-class is the eastern 
Jews, made up of Israelites from Syria, 
Persia, Arabia and Central Asia. They 
speak Arabic and look much like Mos- 
lame. 

American Citizenship a Cloak for Fraud 

As to the American Jews, they are 
romparatively few, and it is seldom 
hat you meet one that has been born 
in America. Those who claim to 2 
such are chiefly natives, who have 
gone to the United States to get their 
raturalization papers, and then fre- 
turned here to live. Many of the lat- 
ter are frauds, and our consul beliéves 
that some of them have bought their 
naturalization papers, and have never 
been out of the country. American 
citizenship is a valuable badge of pro- 
tection in the lands of the sultan; and 
for this reason naturalization papers 
have been sold by returned Jews who 
have again left this country. Said our 
consul to. me: 

“Our citizenship has been used to 
carry on frauds. When I first came 
here I found it serving as a cloak for 
crime. One man who claimed to be 
an American was acting as receiver of 
stoj#h cattle, and selling them opefly. 
OP caested on a big business, and, al- 
though the officials were aware of his 
erimina] practices, they could not ar- 
rest him. This was so because of a 
difference between our government and 
that of Turkey. 
tr-aa mshrdl cmfwy etaoi xfififf mfwy 

“The treatiés provide that the of- 
fenses of Americans against Turks 
may be punished only by the Amer- 
ican consul and we contend that this 
gave us the right of trial in such 
eases. The Turkish government con- 
tended that all such offenders must be 
tried in the Turkish courts, and, as 
neither government would give in, it 
was impossible to convict and punish 
without bringing about international! 
complications. As soon as I came I de- 
cided to stop it, and told the man I! 
would arrest and convict him by means 
of American witnesses. The result was 
that he did not wait for trial, and 
skipped out of the country.” 

A Pious Race. 

As far as 1 can learn, the American 
Israelite does not stand high among 
his fellows of Jerusalem. The most 
ef the Jews here pride themselves on 


their Hiety. They think themselves 
abdve the Jew who has suffered long |; 


contamination by mixing with foreign- 
ers, and they especially despise 
American. Meeting one on the street 
they may slap him on the stomach and 


sneeringly ask how much pork he ate'! 


when he was in the United States. In 
this I refer to the fanatics, who are 
composed more especially of the Span- 
iards and the members of the Ash- 
kénazim. These people have inner cir- 
Ate’ of religious aristocrats, some of 
whom are supposed to have magic pow- 


ers of healing. Among them are many | 
men | 


men of education and culture, 
who know the Bible from beginning to 
end, and who speak several languages. 
One can tell nothing of the Jerusalem 
Jew by his dress, for a dirty, ragged 
old, man is often a scholar. 
Long Hatr and Religion. 
And still the dress here is about the 
sainme among all classes of the Israel- 
ites. The boys and men wear coats 
without belts. which reach from the 
neck to the feet. They are full, and 
are slightly open at the front, show- 
ing gowns unde rthem. Many of she 
Spanish Jews wear black turbans or 
velvet caps, with a wide fringe of fur 
outside. Some wear broad-brimmed 
felt hats. which come far down over 
the forehead. half hiding the ears. 
They do not shave, and a long b« is 
a sign of wistom, dignity and piety. 
They wear the hair long, and each has 
a long curly lock On each side of his 
_ face, in front of the ears. These locks

i hand, 
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often reach down to the breast. and 
are allowed to grow according to a 
saving in the Scriptures, which states: 

“Thou must not mar the corners of 
thy beard.” 

Many of the Jews never cut the hair 
in front of the ears for fear of touch- 
ing the beard, and I see boys with the 
rest of their head shaved and these 
two earlocks left. 

These Jerusalem Jews have fine 
faces. Many of them have high fore- 
heads, strong noses and mouths and 
beautiful eyes. Some are fafr and oth- 
ers have olive complexions, Thetr hair 
is of all colors from jet biack to 
blonde and fiery red, and there are 
many old men with beards of silver. 

A Good Place to Dte. 

Indeed, the most of the Jews of the 
Holy City are old men and o!? women, 
many of whom have come here to die. 
Jerusalem is to the Jews what Bena- 
res is to the Hindoo. They hold a su- 
perstitution that this city is on the di- 
rect road to heaven and that they must 
come here in order to attain the lat- 
ter place. I am told that many of the 
Jews of this city believe that if they 
should die In other lands they will be 
dragged under the earth through the 
globe to the Mount of Olives, where the 
resurrection is to take place. There 
is a Jewish cemetery on the side of that 
mountain which contains thousands of 
tombs, and it is there that the Jews are 
laid away. {ft is said that soil from 
that spot is sent all over the warld 
in order that it may be put in Jewish 
coffins. Not a few of the old men who 
live here have left their business to 
come. Some have given their foreign 
estates to their sons and telativ:, and 
receive allowances from them. Not 
long ago one such came to the Ameri- 
can consul, and said he would like to 
leave some money to found a syna- 
gogue in Jerusa.em. He looked dirty 
and ragged, and the consul asked what 
he had to leave. He replied that he 
owned under other names six good 
houses in Jerusaiem and that the money 
had been saved of an al- 
iowance of $1,000 a year which his sons 
in New York had been sending him. 

How the Jews Keep the Savbath. 

The Jews of Jerusalem are far more 
particular as the observances e 
their religion than are the Jews 0 
Ameriea. There are more than one 
hundred synagogues in this city, and 
in alj of these worship is held.

At: fixed hours 
of ‘theday bread gs given away. at 
certain places’ and the people come for 
it in crowds.* Thére are funds which 
are supplied ‘at regular intervals to 
those who need them, and much of the 
population is supported this way.‘ They 
might be called educated’ paupers, for 
it Is their chief business to live’ with- 
out working.’ Many of these people are 
desperatel¥ poor. I visited a riumber 
of the houses, finding. whole families 
living in a cave-like-room no” larger 
than a hall bed room and.lighted only 
by a.door at the front. In such’ dwell- 
ings'the floors and walls are of stone, 
and about the only furniture is the 
beds, which are for the grown-ups of 
the, family. , The children.sleep,on.the 
floor. The kitchen is often on,;a, porch 
outside the house, and the water cédmes 
from a court in which is a wellior, cis- 
tern. This well may’ be wuSed, by. a 
half-dozen. different families, ‘and, .its 
surroundings are unsanitary to‘an ex-

Wailing the Loss of the Temple. 

It is on the edge of fhis Jewish quar- 
ter, just below the “Mosque of Omar, 
where Solomon’s Temple once . stood, 
that the Jews come weekly to sorrow 
over the loss of Jerusalem and pray 
God to give the land back to them. 
The custom has been observed since 
the middle ages, and it is still cele- 
brated every Friday afternoon and 
Saturday morning. It takes place in @ 
narrow alley surrounded by miserable 
houses. One side of this alley is wall- 
ed with great blocks of limestone, 
which form a part of the temple area. 
Against this wall about fifty men and 
women were leaning when I visited 
the place last week. They had their 
heads bowed, and many of them shook 
with emotion as they prayed, sobbed 
and wailed. The most of them were 
old, and the ‘long curly locks which 
fell down in front of their ears were of 
silver. Others were just in their prime. 
There were also young men and young 
girls. Not:a few of the male mourners 
wore European clothes, and I saw one 
woman wailing inia hat and gown of 
Parisian construction. Most of the 
women, ,however, were dressed in Jew- 
igh “costume, with shawls wrapped 
around their. heads. 

Each of'the mourners had a. book in 
his"hand and read the Lamentations of 
Jeremiah, swaying back and forth as 
he did: so. Now and then the whole 
party. broke out into a chant, a gray- 
haired ‘rabbi acting as leader and the 
rest coming in: on‘the refrain. The sub- 
stance of one of the chants was as fol- 
lows: ' 


“QO Lord,,.we pray Thee have mercy on 
Zion, 

Gather the.children of Jerusalem to- 
gether! | 

May the kingdom ,.soon return to Zion!

Schools and Hospitals.

Naumoff Gets Light Sentence. 

The spectacle of a murderer going 
free within three months of his being 
sentenced is unusual, yet that is what 
happened in the case or the Russian 
student, Naumoff, whose connection 
with the notorious Tarnowski crime 
will be recalled. Naumoff shot Count 
Kamarovski in 1907 at Venice and was 
sentenced in May last to three years 
and one month imprisonment, including 
the time already spent In prison previ- 
ous to his sentence. 

Although it was Dr. Naumoff who 
actually shot Count Kamarovski, the 
jury found that he did so under the 
influence and a c 
countess, Count Kamarovski's 
tress, with whom he was passionately 
in love, and that when he committed 
the crime he was in such a state of 
mental infirmity as to weaken his 
responsibility.

Possible Danger to an 


plane. 

A possible danger to an aeroplane 
while exploding a great charge be- 
neath it is the gust of air caused by 
the explosion. The projectile will reach 
the surface a moment after the aero- 


| plane hag crossed the vertical through 


it. There is some point on this vertical 
below which the gust of the explosion 
gravely endanger the balance of 
the machine. From an altitude of 1,600 
feet it will take a projectile about 
twelve seconds to reach the surface. If 
the gust travels upward at the mean 
velocity of the falling projectile, and 
the aeroplane were going at the yve- 
locity of 40 miles per hour, by the time 
the gust reached an altitude of 1,600 
feet the machine would be about 700 
feet beyond the vertical through the 
point of explosion. The upward velocity 
of such a gust, however, will be quite 
different from that of the falling projeg 
tile. We know that it will vary i 

versely as the square of the distance, 
and we can hardly discuass ite effect at 
an altitude of 1,600 feet without hav- 
ing some measure of the Initial effect.

P. Thomas..once sheriff of Fulton 
county, and for vears connected with 
that office. It was from his father’s 
home near the city he made his daily 
trips to the town academy, where he 
was prepared for college, and it was 
old Zeke who trained him for his hunt- 
ing and fishing excursions, and it was 
from that old negro he gathered ideas 
of that rugged honesty the old planta- 
tion negro knew so well, 

Nothing delights that old negro more 
than to talk about his voung marster, 
as he calls Atlanta’s coming chief ex- 
ecutive. 

And all old Zeke says is 
repetition of what the friends of Court. 
land Winn say, whether schoolmates 
or men of more mature years or the 
younger generation now coming into 
aetive advance. 

Could Hoe His Own Row. 

“T have seen in print,” remarked an 
old friend of Courtland Winn, “that 
Courtland was a farmer's boy, and that 
he worked hard and side by side with 
his father’s hired men in the fields. Bit 
when I read those stories I can’t keep 
from laughing. It’s true that Court- 
land’s father was a planter and an ex- 
tensive one, too, and it is true that 
Courtland worked in the fields. He 
did not work, however, because it was 
required of him, but he worked 
tween school terms simply 
busy—so as not to be idle, and there, 
as in everything he has done, he made 
a good hand. He could hoe 
with the best of them, and asked no 
one in the field with him any odds.”

A Winn Who Fought for Texas. 
Richard D. Winn had a brother— 
That brother showed 
himself worthy of the name. In the 
middle thirties, when Texas was strug- 
from Mexico, James 
Winn, with other adventurous Geor- 
shouldered the old long muz- 
zle-loading rifle and went into the 
Lone Star. section. With James C, 
Winn were a number of Gwinnett 
county residents, and befora-the war 
had progressed far, Georgia's Winn 
distinguished himself and was made 
a captain of a company fighting for 
Texas’ independence. In March, 1836, 
he and his men surrendered to the 
Mexican forces as prisoners of war. 
On March 27, 1836, they were sen- 
tenced to death by a dradmhbhead court- 
martial, and on the same day were 
backed to a wall and shot to death, 
It was a year later before the Law- 
renceville Winns were informed of 
that shameless execution, and the let- 
bringing the information is now 
a valued treasure of the Georgia 
Winns. In that letter it is written 
that when the men were brought out 
for execution, the Mexican commander 
ordered them to kneel before the @fr- 
ing line. Captain Winn, looking the 
commanding officer and the firing 
squad in the eye, replied: 

“No, I’ll never Kneel to man, but te 
my God only.’’ 

The ball that took Captain Winn’s 
life made its wound while he was 
standing upon his feet looking direct- 
ly at his assassins. 

Each of Richard D. Winn’s children 
left children, and these children and 
their children are all prominent wher- 
ever they live. Miss Alice Winn, an 
aunt of Courtland Winn,. became the 
wife of Tyler’ M. Peeples, a dlstin- 
guished lawyer and a publicist of fame 
in the south. For a quarter of a cen- 
tury he edited The Gwinnett Herald, 
one of the strongest weekly publica- 
tions in the state. He was a kinsman 
of the late Cincinnatus Peeples, one 
of Georgia’s widely known lawyers. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Peeples are dead. 

His Father Still Living. 

Courtland Winn’s father, Judge Sam- 
uel J. Winn, is still living and is in 
excellent health. Up to the death of 
his wife, who was Miss Sallie E. Sim- 
mons, daughter of, Judge Simmons, and 
it {is from his mother Courtland Winn 
gets his full name—Courtland Simmons 
Winn. Judge Winn was the father 
of three children—Mrs. Eula Winn 
Jordon, of Covington; Mrs. Essie Winn 
Brand, the deceased wife of Judge 
Brand, of Lawrenceville, and Courtland 
Winn. . Each of these children gave 
to Judge Winn grandchildren, Cougte 
land Winn being the father of four. 

Courtland Winn married Miss 
Thomas, daughter of Colonel L, P. 
Thomas, who died a few months ago. 
Colonel Thomas at one time lived in 
Lawrenceville, and Mr. Winn and Miss 
Thomas were school-day sweethearts. 
It was Mrs. Winn’s influence that made 
it possible for Atlanta to have Court- 
land Winn for mayor. Mr. Winn, after 
graduating at Emory, read law in hig 
father’s office in Lawrenceville and 
was admitted to the bar at Monroe, 
He had’ cut out a political career for 
himself in that section and was weait- 
ing for the time to make the race for 
congress, an uncle, Hon. Thomas Winn, 
having served the district. Colonel 
Thomas moved to Atlatna, and Mrs.

And in 
that way Colonel Winn saved for near- 
ly every one of his men a horse with 
which to turn the plow egain. Months 
after, Colonel Winn, at his home, sub- 
scribed to the oath and again became 
a citizen of the United States.

DESPITE PROTEST 


Washington, October 29.—(Special.) 
The Boston negro, Lewis, will get the 
appointment as one of the assistant 
attorneys general, as the president let 
it be firmly known. He said that there 
must be some other valid objection to 
the man beside his race and color. 

‘As far as known that has been the 
only objection to the appointment, but 
protests have been vigorous. 

But President Taft thinks it keen 
politics just now to exalt a negro, with 
promise of more elevation of the same 
kind, tn view of the trouble in Ohio, 
Massachusetts and other republican 
states. 

The appointment of Lewis will stand 
and others of his race will follow, no 
doubt, in due time for effect upon the 
election. 

Kennedy, a republican labor 
leader, who was a member of the in- 
dustrial commission by appointment of 
President McKinley, predicted today 
that the November election would wit- 
ness a political cataclysm,

The elements of a required trajectory 
of a falling projectile starting with a 
considerable horizontal velocity can- 
not be thrown with the precision that 
enables the coast artillery to score 
bull’s-eye with 12-inch guns at a 
range of six miles.
